A GREEK BLACK-FIGURE KYLIX, 74 in. diam. ; 600-500 B.c. 
On the outer side of the vase is a frieze of 14 figures, disposed in 
two groups, representing in spirited manner a combat between 
Greek warriors. ‘There is an interesting scratched inscription on 
the foot of the kylix (ATKESTO, engraved backwards), which is 
probably the name of the artist-potter. A late suggestion that it 
signifies the patron for whom the vase was made, based upon the 
assumption that no potter would be likely to sign in this manner, 
seems to be sufficiently answered by the objection that the patron, 
whether merchant owner or private possessor, would scarcely have 
written his name backwards ; whereas the fabricator of the kylix 
would be quite likely to do so, following a custom common among 
contemporary gem-engravers and other artists. The addition of 
the signature may well have been an afterthought—perhaps made 
at the patron’s own request. This shapely and well-preserved 
kylix seems to have aroused a good deal of attention among con-

Peleus wooing Thetis ; obverse, the young Peleus stoops and clasps 
his hands about the waist of the struggling goddess; two of 
Thetis’ sisters, one on either side of the central group, are flying 
in terror ; each holds a flower in her hand, and one of them is 
lifting the impeding chiton from her legs. The scene is continued 
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on the 7veverse, where two other Nereids are hastening to their 
father Nereus for protection ; Nereus stands with his sceptre in 
one hand, and the other hand raised with a gesture of astonish- 
ment. Above the pictures runs a tongue-pattern design, and 
below them maeander with cross-squares ; there is also an elabo-

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A RED-FIGURED AMPHORA of Nolan shape, with triple handles, 13 zn. 
high. The decoration represents a sacrificial scene: obverse, a 
-woman clad in a Doric peplos, with a saccos on her head, standing, 
with both legs frontal, at an altar; in her left hand is a sacrificial 
tray, in her right an oinochoé ; her head is turned towards the 
other figure on the vase ; veverse, a woman wearing Tonic chiton 
and himation, and holding a phiale; the word xados appears on 
the obverse; there is a band of maeander under each figure.

the maenad, who also wears both chiton. and himation, holds a 
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torch in her left hand and an oinochoé in her right ; she is about 
to pour wine into the phiale held by the god: reverse, a youth 
clad in a himation, standing with one leg frontal, a torch in one 
hand ; under the obverse picture is a band of maeander with cross 
squares ; under the reverse, a simple key-pattern ; Attic, about 
450 B.C. .

A red-figured Guttus, 347n. across the base, with one figure on 
either side, a silen crawling towards a griffin couched with one 
paw raised ; Attic, second half of the fifth century B.c. 

On either side, an owl between two 
sprays of olive, the symbols of Athens ; it is probably such kotylai 
that were known as glaukes or owls; Aétic, second half of the

A blazk Cup (Kylix) with off-set lip and stout foot, 7iin. across ; 
Attic, first half of the fifth century B.C. 

A red-figured Kantharos with sessile foot, 44 7”. high; the decora- 
tion consists of a leaf-pattern, bounded above by a _ tongue- 
pattern, and below by a white ivy-wreath with a tongue-pattern 
under it; Aétzc, second half of the fifth century B.c. 

A small black Lekanis with lid; Attic, later fifth century B.C. 4 


A black Amphora of Nolan shape, with triple handles, height 
9in.; Attic, second half of the fifth century. 

A black Hydria of kalpis shape, 747n. high, with an egg-pattern on 
the mouth and tongue-pattern round the handles; the lateral 
handles are mended and one of them is modern; Aftéic, second 
half of the fifth century B.C. 

A black Oinochoé with narrow tilted neck, height 84 in.; Attic, 
later fifth century B.C. 3 


A RED-FIGURED HYDRIA of kalpis shape, 1247n. high. This 
represents a scene in a woman’s apartment: in the middle, a 
woman is seated twining a wreath ; facing her, a woman, standing 
with one leg frontal, holds a thick fillet ; behind the seated figure, 
a woman, with her back turned to her, holds an alabastron which 
she has taken from a large box held by a fourth woman ; the last- 
mentioned wears the Dorie peplos (whereas the others have the 
Ionic chiton and himation) and has a flower in her hand ; in the 
field above the seated figure are two pairs of castanets hanging 
on the wall; above the picture is a band of palmettes ; below it, 
a myrtle wreath with red details; on the mouth of the vase is a

A Hydria of the same type as that in lot 286, save that the wreath 
is replaced by a necklace with. pendants, 7 in. high. 
A squat Lekythos of black-ribbed ware ; /taliote, fourth century B.C. 2 


A red-figured stemless Cup (kylix), 64 7m. across. In the interior, 
within two reserved lines, a naked athlete standing at a laver 
with a stick in his hand; Attic, about 400 B.c. ] 


A red-figured stemless Cup (kylix), 67”. across. Interior, within a 
reserved line, a naked athlete bending with arms stretched out ; 
in front of him a pillar ; round the edge of the cupan ivy wreath ; 
exterior, on each side, the head of a goddess, and a youth clad in 
a himation standing in front of it; palmettes at the handles; 
Attic, fourth century B.C. 1 


A black Hydria of kalpis shape, 154 in. high. The decoration consists 
of a garland of vine, gilt, running round the shoulder of the vase, 
and a floral band, also gilt, round the handles ; the mouth, which 
is ornamented with a cymatium stamped in the clay, was originally 
covered with gold leaf, traces of which remain ; the foot has been *

A RED-FIGURED PELIKE, 92inshigh. Obverse, a young horseman in 
EKastern costume, galloping after a woman; his costume consists 
of a sleeved and trousered garment, over which is a short 
decorated chiton, and he wears shoes ; reverse, two rough figures 
of youths in mantles, one of them holding an oil bottle; along 
the mouth, and above and below the pictures, runs an egg pattern ; 
Attic, middle of the fourth century B.C. ] 


A red-figured squat Lekythos, 72in. high. Eros is here represented 
(the figure of Eros has been restored in the body) seated on an 
altar, and a woman speaking to him; Lucanian, about 400 B.0. 

A red-figured squat Lekythos, 62 7m. high. A woman seated doing 
her hair with the help of a mirror, which is held by a maid; 
Campanian, late fourth century B.C. »2 


A black Krater of kantharos-like form, with ribbed body and 
knotted handles, height 64 in. On the neck is a yellow ivy 
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pattern, and ayellow tongue pattern round the handles; a white 
line runs round the shoulder, and white ivy-leaves round the 
foot; Apulian, of “ Gnathia” fabric, third century B.C. 2 


A red-figured Fish-plate, decorated with two fishes (one of them a 
sword-fish), a sepia, a scallop, and another marine creature ; 
Apulian, fourth—third century B.C. 

A black Pelike, with ribbed body and simple patterns in white, 
yellow and red, height 74 in.; Apulian, of ““ Gnathia” fabric, 
third century B.C. 

A black Hydria, in the same technique as the pelike, and of the 
same fabric and date 5 


A black Oinochoé with ribbed body, 64 7n. high; at the lower junc- 
tion of handle and body is a youthful head in reliei; Hellenistic 

A Lamp of red clay with four nozzles; in relief, Eros with bow and 
torch leading two lions; Roman, of early Imperial date 

A Lamp of red glazed ware; Roman, early Imperial date 

Small Fragment of an Arretine Vase; Roman, early Imperial 4
